Sen. 
Fulbright 
of Arkansas hears 
a 
strong resemblance to Ohio's late Sen 
Taft in one respect 
When he makes a speech, he says some­ 
thing. Usually, it is not popular 
Most of 
the time it cuts across the grain of pre­ 
vailing opinion 
But when the idea has soaked in. it 
turns out to have been worth the con­ 
troversy it created 
This is likely to be 
true of Sen. Fulbright's latest speech in 
which he said President Johnson over-re­ 
acted in the Dominican crisis because hi* 
advisers gave him a bum steer. 
Sen Fulbright is chairman of the Senate 
Foreign 
Relations 
Committee, 
which 
makes him one of the key figures of gov­ 
ernment. His comment is a solar plexus 
blow at the State Department, responsible 
for informing the White House about crises 
in foreign affairs 
His comment also will draw blood from 
all who are supersensitive to the sugges­ 
tion that the United States instinctively 
over-reacts to the suspicion of Commun­ 
ist involvement He thinks this had some­ 
thing to do with what happened in the 
Dominican crisis: 
that the presence of 
Communists was exaggerated into a full­ 
blown Communist scare Communists al­ 
ways are present, but they are not always 
in control, he explains 
The result made I^atin Americans feel 
they face a Hobson's choice in their po­ 
litical affairs 
despotism under commun­ 
ism. or despotism under imperialism 
This is a harsh summation 
Sen 
Fulbright has become a man of 
harsh ideas in his allotted field of sena­ 
torial 
responsibility. 
Early in 
1964 
he 
rubbed feelings raw with his list of for­ 
eign policy "myths." Early this year he 
startled Washington with the announce­ 
ment he would not manage the adminis­ 
tration's foreign aid bill. I-ast June, he

LOVELY, Ky. (AP) — For 32 
Kentucky children, the path to 
school in West Virginia is across 
a narrow railroad bridge or by 
flatboat across the Tug Fork of 
the Big Sandy River. 
“ Some of them have been

by 
trains,” said Shayde Chapman, 
principal of the Nolan (W.Va.) 
elementary school 
which the 
children attend. 
“ They had to lie down and let 
the train pass over them, or get 
out to the edge of a pier, or, if 
they were lucky, run off the 
bridge ahead of the train.” he 
said in an interview. 
‘‘Of course, it is just as dan- 


gerous crossing the river in 
boats when it is dark or when 
the water is up.” 


This condition has existed for 
years because there is no road 
large enough to permit Martin 
County, Kv., school buses to 
serve Lovely, a mountain ham­ 
let on the West Virginia-Ken- 
tuckv border. 


But the problem may soon be 
solved — not by the state, or the 
county or the federal Appala­ 
chia program. Sympathetic cit­ 
izens have raised funds from 
individuals and businesses and 
are giving their time to build an 
all-weather road. 
They started with borrowed 
bulldozers and graders. During

Washington Bridge into the New 
Jersey sunset. 
P'or durability the Western 
generally outstrips the comedy, 
once it is on the air and gets by 
that first nervous season. CBS’ 
venerable “ Rawhide” series is 
a good cast in point. With a 
minimum of prcwnotion and a 
maximum of managerial pull­ 
ing and hauling, “ Rawhide” has 
survived six seasons. 
East 
Tuesday it began a 
seventh without one of the two 
co-stars and in another new 
time slot and with a new execu­ 
tive producer. Any one of those 
major changes would be enough 
to sink the average non-West- 
crn series, but it isn’t likely to 
affect “ Rawhide,” which iron­

Eric 
Fleming 
(Gil 
Favor) was leaving the series. 
It was the first Eastwood had 
heard of it. 


“ I’m just as happy,” says 
Fleming. "I get a chance to 
fish, play tennis and live a lit­ 
tle. Also I’m doing a cwnedy bit 
in Doris Day’s new movie.” 
As trail boss on “ Rawhide.” 
Eastwood 
already 
has dis­ 
covered how re.stricted the role 
is. 
instead of the carefree, 
trouble - prone 
top 
hand he 
played before. Eastwood now 
must be the rigid disciplinarian 
and father image to his drovers. 


“ I’D LIK E to see the show 
stay good, but 1 don’t know if it 
can,” 
mu.ses 
Eastwood. “ It 
should be in color, but now they 
.say it can’t be done because 
there’s no stock footage of the 
cattle drive in color. Bohem was 
going to .shoot some, but he's 
!ouf, and nobody else thought of 
it.” 
One rea.son for such short­ 
sightedness no doubt can be ex­ 
plained by the fact that “ Raw­ 
hide” was not scheduled to be 
back at all this season.
